Relates “the long struggle of the Hebrews for independence, for a home, 
for power, for their religious and social ideals and for the perpetuation 
of their institutions.”"—Preface. Chiefly Bible history, but last chapter 
briefly continues the story from Bible times to the present day. Very 
readable while its arrangement, illustrations, maps and suggestions for 
teaching make it useful as a reference and study book. Draws very freely 
upon the contributions of modern scholarship. Lacks only an index— 
but there is a full table of contents. Follows Bible narrative less closely 
and is more readable than Sanders (Booklist, 12:61, N 15)

sists in controlling the subconscious (and so the conscious) by means 
of suggestions made to one’s self. “The event is only the actualization 
of ... thoughts, and what ~ pray to ourselves for is always granted.” 
Not mystical. Discusses the place of New thought, not agreeing wholly 
with it nor with psychoanalysis.

This volume attempts to prove, with a minimum of argument and a 
large number of cases of prevision, presentiment, telepathy, clairvoyance, 
etc., that the soul during life has an existence distinct from that of the 
body. These intefested in psychical research will appreciate this large 
summoning of evidence.

Not 
so statistical a study as author’s earlier work (Booklist, 15 :346, Je 19) from 
which, however, he has drawn some statistical data for the present book.

This very candid analysis of the problem does much to strip away 
fears by showing that the Japanese increase in population in California is 
not apt to continue and that by engaging in a different kind of agricul- 
ture they are not in actual competition with the Californian farmer. The 
whole situation, say the writers, is one of maladjustment of interest, and 
much can be done for readjustment if the Japanese will make more effort 
to become Americanized, if Japan will relax her paternal care and modify 
her expatriation law, and if America—and particularly Californians—will 
engage in a policy of constructive Americanization based on generosity 
and sympathy. The conclusions of these Japanese writers, both educated 
in America, are interesting to compare with those of Pitkin (Booklist, 
17 :206, Mr 21) Appendix contains statistics, laws and fundamental facts.
